PYORRHOEA 

The movies have given a 
great impetus to the desire for 
sound clean teeth. We find it 
difficult to associate pyorrhoea 
with a smiling movie-star. In 
the ancient writings is found 
mention of bleeding gums and 
loos teeth, although the term 
“pyorrhoea" did not come in¬ 
to use until 1877 at a meeting 
in Chicago. 

Pyorrhoea means a flow of 
pus. It is an infection of the 
gums and root-sockets which is 
responsible for the loss of as 
many teeth as comes about thru 
dental dc:ay. Teeth become 
loose as the gums separate from 
the root s of the teeth, due to 
the infection. Once separated, 
they seldom become attached 
again. 

The presence of pus in one 
part of the- body generally me¬ 
ans trouble in other parts. The 
blood p’cks up the bacteria caus 
ing the infection around the 
teeth, and a<- these bacteria arc 
carried by the blood to other 
parts, new infection may result 

Pus mean s foulness, and the 
mouth of the victim of pyorrh 
oea is foul; the breath then will 
likel v be offensive. The gums 
are apt to bei sore, food is not 
chewed prperly and it is mixed 
with pus; the digestion is there 
by upset and, alj told, in severe 
c’seg the general condition is 
miserable. 

The time to prevent pyorrh¬ 
oea is early in its course. The 
first evidence of the condition 
may lie in childhood. Redness 
and swelling of the gums, and 
slight looseness of one or more 
teeth are early signs. Regular 
d« ntal examinatin, which encl- 
udes inspection of the gums as 
well as the teeth, allow for the 
early detection of such condit¬ 
ions. It ia at this stage that 
proper treatment will accomp¬ 
lish what it may not be possible 
to do later on. 

It should not be forgotten 
‘hat the health of one part of 
the body is related to the gen¬ 
eral health of the whole body. 
Among the causes of pyorrhoea 
may be listed the irritation 
from a crown or Killing which 
presses dow n on the gum tissue.

Five years ago the Searle 
Grain Comany of Winnipeg, in 
cooperation with the Cereal Div 
ision of the Central Experiment

the Midland and Pacific, have 
lieen cooperating in this work. 
Agents of these companies 
have collected samples of the 
grain marketed by the farmers 
in their districts, and sent 
these samples to experimental 
farms of other central points 
where they were grown in small 
plots. After the plots were fully 
headed, s ( , that impurities could 
be distinguished, they were ex¬ 
amined carefully and a record 
was madci of the impurities 
which appeared in each. The 
plots were then classified as ‘A’ 
T»’. or ‘C’, meaning good, med¬ 
ium or bad, according to the nu- 
nior of impurities found. 

At the Lethbridge Station ap¬ 
proximately five hundred farm¬ 
ers’ samples were grown for 
test last season. These were re 
reived from twenty-four differ 
ent localities in southern Alb¬ 
erta, and a study of the plots 
showed that 24.2 p.c. giaded A, 

33.2 per cent B, and 12.5 per 
cent C. In the past five years 
over 50,000 farmers’ fields have 
been checked for purity i n this 
way and it has been found that 
approximately forty per cent of 
that number have graded C. 

1* requently samples have been 
receive 1 that had been given the 
wrong variety name by the 
farmers who supplied them, ind 
icating that these particular 
farmers did not know which 
variety they were growing. Plots 
that contained more than ten 
cent impurities were class¬ 
ified as mixtures, and 29.7 per 
cent of all the plots tested at 
the Lethbridge Station last 
year worn so classified. 

This Station will probably be 
to,ting about six or seven hund 
red farmers- samples this seas- 
( n. which will be suppl ed by 
agents of the grain companies 
mentioned above. Aliy farmer 0 , 
south of Calgary who would 
like to halve a sample of tlu'h* 
wheat included in this test r.mv 
do so provided tlici number of 
samples received is not too 
large for the space and time 
that can bo allotted to th’n 
work* A sample of about foil” 
ounens should bo forwarded 1 *> 
this Station a s soon as possible 
for this purpose and it should 
show' the farmer’s name and r 1 
dress, and the variety name. 

The samples are all grown 
under number so that the own- 
r - hip of the seed supplld Is not 
'hVclored. A field day is UBuallv 
hrld just before harvesting to 
which all farmers who have sun 
plied samples are invited- The 
plots are examined and a do”! 
onstration is given to enal>i«» 
farmers to identify differed 
varieties, and each farmer may 
«ee his own plot if he So des¬ 
ires.
